The magazine A Tit Queen in Heat is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine contains explicit photographs of sexual activity between a woman and a 
man, accompanied by a small amount of sexually explicit text. Degrading and 
dehumanising elements, including emphasis on the woman's large breast size and 
occasional close-up photographs of the participants' body parts, are present in the 
magazine. However, they do not constitute a major part of its dominant effect, and the 
magazine does not degrade or dehumanise any person to a significant extent or 
degree. The magazine is intended for sexual arousal, and is in a format that is widely 
accessible. In view of these factors, and in consideration of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990, the magazine has been given the abovementioned classification. 
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
